This booklet is ridcUously long because its fairly aorrprehensive; It assurnES no 
previous krDVNtedoe, (and alot of the content sprung from Questions asked by people 
\Aho hadn't been invdved inactions loefore) but there ray well be sorre hand/ insights 
for the more veteran reader too Its mostly based on experiences with blockades at CM 
arirrsl feed rrills, but obviously the basic principles could be applied elsewhere to 
irrrjovoionce any tiarragng influence; a peat eMrsction plant; a sweatshop labou- 
exploiter, racio one Qs. . .

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After you do it 



Its easy to forget to plan for the end, but try to ensure you have all the everft^ities covered. 
Recptenr^ be arrested and tekon to inwHchcaseitsinrportartthat ret only 

does your support person on the end of the phone knewwhere evo^yone hee been taken, but 
also that they can then call on people with vehicles to collect themwhen they are released (as 
wdl as serdng in cheery notes and goodies to keep up their spirits v\hiletheyv\ait) 

In the evert of no one getting nicked you need to set a rreetjng point that can be reached 
without transport, a service Sicilian or a pub for exarrple: Gtrft iJTderestirrate howkrackered 
yoUre lik^yto be by this stage, anywhere warrr; nearby and with toilets will da 

If people leave the site at separate tinres its irrportartto have sorreone who's responsiblefbr 
waitirg around urti I everyone's out ■> id dneck everyone's been accounted for. ^Iso ensure that 
if there was shared transport on the way there, check that everyone gets a lift back 

If you can possibly rranage it have a 'debrief - a fiJI discussion about what worked and what 
ddrlt, straight away This booklet was conrpiled frorn notes rrade cLrirg a debrief. They are a 
really good way of learning (and recording) irrportant lessons, allowing people to tell their 
stories and giving everyone an opportunity to express how they felt Addons are often very 
ernctional experiences and plenty of space shoUd be allowed both at the malting and in the 
weeks afterwards, to talk about peoples responses. Keep the rrra-rertLrn propose the next 
addon. Then go down the pub

Putting the nrafcter in the public eye by talking to people and giving jounos a pretty 
pidtLre and a story to hang the issue round

If yoU re getting people into a situation they ve never ercountered before its really irrportart 
that everyone knows what their roles are and has a chance to dscuss various things that nray 
happen and what their responses nright be As well as ensuing everyone is dear about why 
your re doing a blockade rather than, say writing letters or lobbying Everyone shoUd be 
involved asmrhas possible with every aspect of plarring and preparing for the action 

Its almost impossible to overestirrate how long it will take for people to explore ideas. 
Everyone's behaviour (espedally under the novel draurrEtarres of an action), is unpredctable 

F-bwever, for this reason its vital there are some basic prindples and objectives agreed on and 
stuck to Ceddrg whether to allcwvngpeode who haverft atterdedanycf the danring sessions 
to come along is a ctfficuit choice. Wile their cortri buttons rra/ save the day it can be quite 
irresponsitieto involve people who aren't necessarily dear about what was irterded 

Aconrpnorrisecould be a pai ri ng up systernwherebysomBone who does goto meetings relays 
v\hat happens to the person they intend to vvork wth on the cfey It my be hdpfU to have a 
veteran available in the weeks precedng the action so that people can dscuss ideas and queries 
astheythinkof thern but this should not be relied on Most people don't know/what to ask until 
they ve experienced the situation 



GOVlviUMCAnON 

Whi people are putting therrsdves at risk as a rratter of perscnal consdence it is vital that 
they feel errpowered by the experience and in no v\a/ devolve decisions to anyone else about 
what is happening. To do so takes away the vital exerdsingof personal nesponsibilityand places 
an unfair burden on the person elected ' leader" . If the group does propose to act as a non- 
Merarchical co-operative of indvicLels (deary rre), its vital everyone's dear about whet this 
rreans in practice. 

There can never be enough cornmLrication going on at an action Its the one thing people 
always wish theyd done beater, and probably the hardest and most affiming thing to do well. 

Amongst yourselves 

Some things to sort out befbrehand- 

* Ftwcpportoristic does the group wart to be? For exarrple if a couple of people see 
the chance to occupy an office when they were going to dinrto a silo howwoJd the rest 
of the group be affected? 

* Wl people try and do crirrinal darrBge/eaorarrhc sabotage? This has several 
rarrifications. For example, factories and industrial darts are notoriously dangerous 
places Flaying about with equprrert you don't understand could well hurt you or get a 
works- injured at a later stage Secondly even if you're corfidert about what you're 
doing you will up the stakes for those that are mere vulnerable - the police liaison and 
people locked on EAen if cterragethats donewcrit necessarily beaorre apparent urti I 
after you leave those that have been trying to build relationships with the workers rra/ 
well fed LTTcterrrired by it as a dockade is otherwise a vo~y open and accourtable kind 
of protest Oinrinal darrage is a logical extension of trying to cost the firm as much 
rrcneyas possidethrough loss of earrings, but a blockade is probably not the best tirre 
to do it This one needs to be talked about thoroughly 

* Howlong should the dockade go on for, under what drcurrEtances would the group 
consider nroving and how/wHI this be dedded? 

Its really helpful to have support people whose main task is to ensure everyone has all the 
irforrraticn they need about what s going on Ftiads and industrial areas are really noisy places, 
and depend ng on howspread out the group is and which drection people are fad ng in its easy 
for people to fall out of the news loop 



Before you do it 

This booklet certains just sorreof the ideas that have been tried The prind pie of 'locking ori 
is the basis for most i-r^urntermoccupaticrTS, and the possibilities are only lirrhbed by your 
irragjnatian FJut its always worth consideri ng the followrng- 

If you were the rranager, hcwwiJd you get around your obstruction? 

If you/ re in a group lock-on wHI the blockade fail if someone really feels trey read to leave? 

Is there a wayto re-fcrmqJckycr still be effective if they do? 

The police can use "reasonable force" to remove people In a couple of road protest evictions 
this has n^ent they've broken am to get people out of the wa/ Literally sticking your neck out 
for the cause rra/ seem an extreme tactic, but as with rrcst dvil dsobedence, it is your 
vulnerability which rrakes you powerful. If the stake is your life (and the potentially attendart 
rrBnslaughter charges), few/people will risk ertfer^ring itferthesakeef afewhours work A: 
the other end of the spectrum most blockades have been rrtt with a 'hards off approach by 
the police, who haven't even rrsde half hearted atterrpts to pull people in arm tubes apart to 
see if they re real ly I i rked together. 

fsbeks are delicate things, everyone's got away with it so far, and life's full of calculated risks 
(crossing the road for exarrple) but think about it carefuilyfirst 

Wrkin pairs on the da/ sorbet everyone knows th^: there^s sorrere looking out for them 
"fou/ll be wan-re: safer and happier if you 1 re dose to yor I rates. 

If you/redoing a winter action itv>HI get iraedblyCEki War lots of layers, take an interesting 
varietyof wholesome snacks to dstract yourself with, doritdrirktoomuch but bring a few/flasks 
of tea for erroTgendes, consider hot water bottles and think about how/you/ re going to carry it 
all with you. 

Practise locking on together beforehand using all the stuff you intend to be wearing/carrying all 
the eqdprro-t you irterdto use Tine yourselves, o^Dairret wth dfferert formations, work 
out who youl re going to be working with on the day 

Stes arefull of converiert large imrrro^detHr^ that you can turn against to tbing their 
own big heavy lorries/ equprrert/ buildngs as the basis for your blockade is far easier than 
trying to in-port your own large heavy stuff. If at all possible keep it simple 

AwayS have spare Dlocks available "fou neve- know/what unexpected opportunities rra/ turn 
up once things begin (pdice cars parkin some strange places). Fieflexiabfe be prepared

To fadlitate updating and dedsion rrskng there should preferably be ore person (wth a talent 
for listening and who knows everyone) who's job it is to approach each individual in torn and 
tell themwhat seem to be oping on, what the others are thinking and to find out how that 
person is feeling about it all. ParticUarly if the person is looked on* its irrpcrtanttocheckthat 
the nressage has been received and understood It nra/euen be an idea for thefadlitator to 
repeat back what they think the person has said to ensune they've got it right Nnetinresout 
of ten ths will probably be just a 'yeah, got that, seem find, but its really inrportant to get it 
accurate if its mere conrplicated than that The facilitator should regdar inform the pdice 
liaison and rreda tart about what people are saying and any newinfbrrrstion that arises. 

Be aware that if yoUre in a potentially Lircorrfbrtable lock on, or reding fromcoping with the 
aggressionof others, its effficuft to thnk straight Lhder these drcunrEtances, you haveto look 
out for one another and constantly obude check with people that thdr decisions or behaviour 
are what 1he/adxBlty wart to beddng and not a kree-jerk response.

Some words on phones and two way radios 

If you have people spread around the site its irrportart they're aware of what's going on in 
other areas too. ivttoile phones are a convenient (but expensive) way of keeping track of 
everyone, but be aware that if your personal phone falls into pdiceranraBttae/wll instanrJyknow 
all your rates nunrbers, which is bad There are other security i replications regarding mobile 
phones which nrhght not be too rdevart for somfihing accountable like a blockade. Be aware 
that mobile phones are effectively tracking devices - you night want to consider purchasing 
unregistered pey-as-you-go type phones for use soldy for actions.

Talking to the Media 

The rreda are bad The/tend to report conflict rot issues, they'll get all the details wrong and 
they'll either rrisurderstard you or ddiberateydemDriseyou. But they are the quickest route 
to reacting the rr^nrij-nnurrber of people and often its the long termdodgy publidty which 
the con-paries fear rather than the short termecrjnorric irrpadt of the blockade If you do 
deddetD grasp the nettJe you'll needtogetat leasttwo people to deal with the rreda as their 
prirary role, Che sorrewhere off site to send out the press release once the blockade has 
begun and to phone the newsdeskto chedctheyve received it Then another on site to ob live 
interviews and updates fhama mobile or direct to ary cameras whch rra/ appear, hbue a fril 
list of newspapers, redo stations and TV crews prepared before hard. Local rags are 
desperate for stories and should cover stuff in sane detail, and local rado ray give you live 
coverage if you ring them up and say what you're doing National rreda ray not be worth 
atterrpting udess yodredoirgaon-^thng redlytir~rElyar crarrstic. If youdscovera particularly 
kBon journalist who does a good write up rewrte" to rrske a note of their details so you can 
cortadt themdrectJy ne>itine. Srrilatiy weteh out for nefr reports, you my wsrt to boycott 
the radidous hacks and pUdicatians inthe future.

A rrajor drawback of 
ddng sorrCtring inside corrpary grounds, out of sight from zoom lenses, is that nrcst 
phdragnaphersarefarfromirtrepidard wcrnftvertLreinforashot so if vou havethe nLrrbers 
a bit of accessible street theatre outside ray be usefU.

The rrsnager is Utirrately liable fer any injury or acddent which ocours on the site: and you need 
to nenrird rim repeatedry and enrphatically of his health and safety duties If people are 
oooupying silos or cranes, or running around inside the plant its his (the/re almost always 
rrale) job to ensure the rracrinery is turned off and that none of his errployees lose their 
terrper Try telling rime«actry v^V vou" re there, what vou irtend to do, and try and keep rim 
around in the early stages when everything's a bit mere fragjle he!ll probably have mere 
irflL^T3Be>uerar^erT^ac^errpla^eEs1±wi1±^e police >bu may wart to say what tirre vou intend 
to leave; as this will give riman entirely delusional sense of control, which in turn nra/calmrim 
down.

Tripods 

The photo above shows what a terribly photogenic way of ocoupying space tripods can be 
(hunrsn arrrtaJoe chains are also rather pretty). Tripods can be useful fer docking all sorts of 
things. They require three scaffbldng poles, a bit of practise; and aoupleof rrinUtes to set up 
The tactic was developed during the nineties as atool fcriraad pretests and RedaimThe Streets. 

The cops have had lair a bit of experience with themand most fences arerft totally baffled 
Responses to antidpate night be they shuffle the tripod out of the way by walking each leg a 
littJeatatirre: theyattach wheels tothe 'legs' ardtrurde the whole thing off with the person 
on top left dangling sorrewhere irrdeuart; the pdice dirrtoer team arrive and slowiy build a 
scaffolding tower up underneath to reach the bod (who could then Diode hirrserf to a pole to 
dday them even further). VMr^tever approach they try it takes thema while to get their stuff 
together and often they dorft even try 

Cdnsioer^don shoUd be gjven as to howvou wll g^: vour pdes to tee site They can be 
grabbed fromthetop of a ven or stashed somewhere dose and carried in Oibu woUd really 
appredate alurririurnpdes if vou can get them the/ re more expensive but much lighter). 
Loads of actions have been corrprorrised due to the police coruscating the tripod before it 
arrives at the site Spend sorre tirre working out the best way to get it there and have a 
backup plan just in case it doesn't rrske it 




Making yoLr armtube 

First find a scrap rrCtal nwchants that have nretal tubing like larrp pasts, railed sbeel, 
galvanised, cast iron etc about 5inche5 in danger: 




than use a hacksawcr angle grinder to aJt the rr^tal pipe into about 4ft lengths, shorter ones are 
posside, but make access to the 'cuts' easier.

Wsn deal ingwth the cops it rra/beusefiJ to have specific person who's job is to liase with the 
police, build up a relationship with therrn and convey their indentions to the rest of the group 
however this person needs to be aware that a) if they give the cops their real or full nanre etc 
(which wHI be asked for) they rrake themselves vulnerable to hassle latter on, especially if b) 
they don't explain that delighted as they are to talk to the police, they in no way represent 
anyone other thEn themselves, are retina position to make dedsians which affect arTyoneother 
than themselves and are there j ust as a way for the pol ice to dssemjrTateirtbrrraticn to people, 
a service which they rray choose to withdrawat anytime 

Police Mason can be a useful ddaytadrje. Those preoccupied with being locked on don't have 
to deal with some charrro- in a uniform making arrateu-ish attempts at irfbmration gathering 
and the liaison person can crag things out by taking as rrudn time as they fancy to tell each 
indvidual in turn what the sergeart has just said. If appropriatetheycanthengo backand say 
"the^U need half an hoLr to think about that one and discuss vfaat consensus theynight reach 
on the rrsbtEr" The cops love being given a negotiation situation to practice on and can often 
be spun along for hours. 

A brief note on the police for those who aren't used to theme 

The police often lie to people to get their way Athough it can be part of the non violent 
approach to try and treat thernas trustworthy indviduals it is irrportartto nerrBnrteerthat in any 
dvil dscfcederice situation, however sympathetic they rra/ be to your cause, theywill regard you 
as criminals. "They are obliged to td I youarydnngthEttheyfeel wHI keepyoiythe situation under 
oortrol. Its thei rjob to try and stop you from being an effecti\>e dcxd<ade They rray errplay 
jovial reasonableness, threats of extreme charges or insert stories about your irrpadt on the 
employees being hdd up They rrhght be straight down the line about everything and genJndy 
invested in keeping the peace But in the majority of cases this is udbrtunately not so Its 
also thei rjob to gather irtbrrration Theydo ask questions about you, they do keepfiles of this 
iinfbrnraticn and they rray well use it to push the appropriate buttons in interviews latter 

If they start probing and you donft wart to seem urfrierdy its easy enough to turn the 
conversation around For example, when regaled with '1-bwrrsryofyou are 1 1 r irtjc xi BtES 
then eh? I bet you all aref'try responding with senrfithing like 'that's an irtsesting assurrpUan, 
\Ahy do you think that? /3ne you university ecLt^hsd? The status of 'acadenia in a post-rroaern 
society's qJtsfasdnatjngobrityDufind?'' etc 



Its always nice to be rice, being nice to the police is an irmwrsely radical thing to do, and can 
provide golden rwiwis of demolished stereotypes, but if you do dedde to open Lp orlytalk 
about vourself, never others, or the way the group organises. Its always wise, if not necessarily 
pleasant, to start froma position of justified paranoia and work backwards. 



There's an old adage that the most pows-fU tool in the hands of the oppressor is the rrind of 
the oppressed. It can take sorre irragi nation to regard constable Shrith as the oppressor; which 
is a good thing but sorrCtirres thafs used as an exuseto not acrtrortteeir srr^l-rrirrfecress 
and poihdess bUlying The police are used to getting their own way and the British don't like 
upsetting people unnecessarily Wen the cops arriveon the scene they rray set arbitrary nJes 
about who 1 s al I owed to go where and do what, j ust to nerrii^therrBdvesardeveyone else that 
they're in charge For rrany people the iaea of obeying sornEorE just because they're in a 
urifbrrrigoes against the ethos of personal responsibilityandthat igrvjringaUhorityisa healthy 
way to nerrird everyone that the positions of policer and policed are often ridoJous and 
darraging NLdgng the boundaries of everyone's expectations can inspire reflection and 
respect, or get you ricked for breech of the peece ItshoUd bea rratfjerof ongoing oSscuEsion, 
and is best done with cheek; rather than 
agg-ession 



Using the Police 

Wile it rray be philosophically 



dstasbefU, it coUd beusefiJ to ring the 
police yourselves as you enter the site 
and explain to them what's going on 
This gives you the initiative over the rriil 
rranager (who will call them within a few/ 
rrirutes of your appearance anyway) as the 
police will gat vour angle on the situation first

The sketchiest mDrrerits on any action are the first few/ rrirutes when everyone's surprised by 
the surreal ness of itall ard trying to dedde whether itstlnsr prodemor not hb^ng the police 
there can be a calnring influence on irate drivers and offers vou sorre protection against their 
mere violent terdendes. 



Tools of the trade 



Mdu night sinrply get loads of people together and use the sheer force of nurrbers as the 
blockade. Unless vou have hundreds of people and haN/escrrrirowcorrpletely managed to cateh 
the cops unaware, this rrethod is unlikely to wcrklbr long when the police corre in heavy hancted 
and start haUing people away Sitting down and linking am will help at this stage but can only 
delaythe inevitable. 

If vou really wart to be sure of rrairitairinga blockade for ary reasonable length of tirre then it 
rray be rare effidert and realistic to opt to fewer people ard sorre appropriate technology 
This is where hardware corres into play 

LY locks 

Tlnese are just tine oroS nary bicyde locks (like the one slnown cn tine front cover). BuyfiJI sized 
versions that will fit around peoples necks and still have roomto go around a larrp post ete 
Try them on in the shop and avoid the ones that swivel as they are vrtually irrpossideto get 
on Dlocks can be bought for under £10 ard its probady rr± wcrto sperdrrj alct udess you 
go for really high Quality spedrreTS and dsn to usethemon a particUarly critical action 

Arm tLties 

These are norrraly used so that two or rare people can linkarrrs in a waythat rrakes it very 
cfffiaJtyfbr anybody to use force cr torture techriques to breaktheir hold They are best 
nrradefromrrCtal but sorre people have used plastic: drain pipes, cardboard or corrposites. 
To resist eviction at protest sites, armtubes are often bult into heavy or fbed objects such as 
concrete filled oil drurrs, however such tactics are probady inrpractical for most dockades

Everyone shoUd have a foil legal bribing before hand so the/ knowwhet the cor^eciLeroES of 
being involved nraybe, and are conrfcrtade with the police procedure Cutting arrested can be 
a surprisingly liberating experience, and although the following nray seem a bit cfeLrting try 
\^^/\ir-g tee v\hde station lite a CLrious tourist and it's often CMteertertsining Irforrration on 
legal ratb^s can be as long as a piece of string, but the basic things to knoware; 

* If yoU re in a 'support role, ard rr± actively cbsfr 

arrested Though if vou are seen to be a focal pointof the cperaticrs they rr»y arrest you for 
sorretring very rrircr, like breach of the peace, to get you out of the way for the afternoon 
Breach of the Peace is a sort of pdice catchall, they can define it as almr^ anything they don't 
like and it's not technically a crinrjnal offence, so they don't have the right to take yxi 
fingerprints at the station Usually they don't pursue the charge and yoU II be released from 
custody at the end of thedaywith rofu-ther corsequenoes. If yoUre really unlucky and they 
have you down as a ringleader they nray try and do you for 'conspiracy, a really nasty charge 
wHchtheyhavegreatdrficuTyinccrT^ctingan; nacre's been faced with it for a blockade action 

* If you/ re looted cm they rra/ arrest you for ctetn_r±ion of the ricjhwa/ assuring irte: you are 
on a public road or footpath. Aggravated Trespass is arcther possibility although not on if you 
are on public public land or inside (or on top of) buldngs. This basically involves doing anything 
which cbstructs people doing lawful work in the open air (so if what they are obi ng is illegal it 
can't be used). There are also a nunrlrerof nrinor public crder offenses they nrjght try or e>>en 
one of the "Trade Lrion laws that were irtroduced to stop secondary picketing This last ore is 
perhaps the rnDst worrying but least used The rest usually carry criynriror fines, typically no 
nrirethan a coudecf hundred pouTds. Free irforrration on these natters is availadefromthe

* Curing three surprise blockades in the south west in 2001 there were no arrests. A publidy 
advertised blockade at a peat works in 2002 resulted in 35 arrests. Overall it seem that there 
is a fair likelihood that some people nra/ be ricked 

A rice high arrest tally means yoU re far mrre likely to grab meda attention and the courts can 
be a great fon_rinto launch irrportart issues irto the pddic arena FJoth these factors can mean 
that some corrparies are reluctant to press charges.

So donft sign an/ statement written bythe pdice cr sign arypdice notebook apart fromthe 
list of your possessions (jewellry shoelaces, anything in your pockets) which they will take from 
you before putting you in a cell (you wHI probably be searched on arrival).

If its your first offence you rray be offered a 'condtional dscharge' which means you coUd 
walk free straight away without having to appear in court and if you behave yourself your 
police record wll (theoretically) vanish in a year It does mean an aorrfesion of quit howler, 
and usually means that they have litrie evidence anyway and probably wxJorft be able to get 
it through the courts. If in doubt always plead not gulty on the baeis tiret any lawwich 
corMcts you for doing you- dUry is not worth recognising If you can prove so in court you can 
afterwards sue the police for wongfU arrest and start an action kitty with the proceeds. 

There should be someone available on a phone line to ao-ordnate legal natters for people to 
ring when they're arrested That way everyone can dsoover whds where and rrake sue they 
have everything they need Being detained can be quteboring so take a book to read wrthyou 
at the beg nring of the aay >bu are entitled to a pendl and paper and it's good to wire down 
everything that led up to you- arrest while the rre-noys fresh so you can contest their 
inaccuades later MaJ re also ertitJed to read a copy of their codes of practice book which will 
tell you your rights if you wart to double check 

If at all possible; a friendy local sdidtar shoUd be approached so you knowthey' II be available 
on the <day Everyone shoUd carry thei r runrber; and the rT_rrtoer (of the perscri co-crd rating 
support ana 'bust card (see back cover) which will have your basic rights written an it so you 
can refer to them in mo-rents of confusion. The police aren't used to detainees questioning 
their powers so be prepared for lots of indignant "but yju ha^e til's, hhtf the time they lose 
track of what they reertitled to do and what they re bagging so stand your ground

be nitre appropriate for your aim than the other. 

Its really useful to krow/your sitewdl, and its only possible to recognise what target wodd be 
most appropri^ze by waiting activityth3~e dscreetly If there'sanouedccidngcarper1<ardyou 
have a car, take sonre binocUars and nreke robes at around the same time of the oay and week 
as yoU re thinking of ddngthe dockade l\bte traffic mo\/emerts, hcwnrary entrances ard exits 
there appear to be; ary security guards, and the frequency of use of things like weigh bridges* 
ard loadng bays as well as appropriate places for protesters to lurk before going in Co for a 
stroll as a lost tenrp or dog walker and take photos if you think you won't be docked obing it 
Dawa rrap of everything yodve observed as soon as you get bade to your car (you always 
thinkyodll nerrenrber it later and you never do), "fou/ II probably need a couple of visits to do 
thistoyour satisfaction For real thoroughness book an appdrtrrBTt to visit the rranager for 
vour Cpen (diversity project, or ddiver a burxh of flcv\ers to the office. AfewnrrTJrjes actually 
wardering around inside the gates can be very usefU. Checking out an aerial photog-aph of 
the area (on vwwvn^tirrs^cDrr^phoroirfoiftnii) can also give you an interesting perspective. 

Afewweeks before the action write to and ring the site and try and askthe rranager about his 
pd icy on your issue. If and how/he responds will gjve you sonre idea of what to expect firxinhinn 
on the oay and the fact that you can daimto have tried mere moderate rreans of persuasion 
first tends to go down well wth the rr^da. Try ard be ddicate about the ratter so they don't 
totally expect you but beg!ad if they showsorre paranoia levels. As within activismthe worry 
of people being on the case about sarrfithing is often far more debilitating than the few/brief 
hours of the action itseff 

□onft leave out those unable to actually rake it on the day to the action Distribute the 
corrparies phone tax and e rail to your rrafces ard get themto spend the day ring'ng your 
target, shov^srirg1±^Tnwrhe>plar^x>v^ n ^l sa ^ putting letters of concern on a loop on their 
faxrrachines.

The options 

Entrances 

If your target has only one entrance, and the gates aredt lacked open during the <day your
